'  — Caxton,  the  first-Ettgliah.  printer, 

had  three  punctuation  points—  the 
comma,  the  colon  anil  the  period — 
but,  says  Mr.  Blades,  an  excellent  au 
thority  in  relation  to  Caxton  and  every 
thingtoncerning  him,  it  is  doubtful

of  punctuation.  The  earliest  knpwn 
manuscripts  are  without  any  joints, 
por  is  there  any  division  between  the 
words-  Tire  confusion  resulting  led 
to  the  separating  of  words  by  a  single 
dot.  Then  a  space  between  the  words 
superseded  the  dot,  which  was  made 
lo  peffcrm '  another  service,'  via.,  to 
show  the  divisions  of  a  sentence.  The 
Greek  grammarians  were  the  first  to 
recognize  the  limbs  of  a  sentence.  A 

ber  of  a  sentence  a  colon,  ami  a  com 
plete  sentence- a  period.  Little  at 
tentiom,  however,  was  paid  to  these 
divisions  for  a  long  time,  -Eliug  Do 
natus,  who  flourished  in  the  £fth  cen¬ 
tury  and  wrote  a  grammar  which 
served  all  Europe  until  after  the  in 
ventiop  of  printing,  was  the  fii-st  to 
distinguish  these  divisions  by  placing 
a  dot 
ous 

commk 

w  here  our  hyphen  is,  .  for  the  colon  ; 
and  at{  the  top  of  the  line  where  our 
'  apostrophe  is,  for  the  full-point.  In 
the  ninth  and  tenth  centurie^,  the  ob 
Uque  «ftr<»ke  (  Ciryule)  for  a  comma, 
and  double  dot  for  a  colon  came  Lpto 
use  by  careful  writers  ;  but  little  at¬ 
tention  was  given  by  others  io  punc¬ 
tuation.  Often  the  dot  was  placed  at 
the  top  as  a  colon,  and  no  other  point 
used.  The  first  printers  were  not 
learned  as  grammarians ;  and  even 
Aldus  Manutius  and  Henry  Stephens 
were  unequal  to  the  task  of  systematic 
punctuation,  as  their  books  show. 
Caxton  was  utterly  ignorant'  of  any 
system. of  punctuation,  and  so  were 
his  workmen.  Some  of  Caxton’s  books 
are  entirely  without  points.  In  others, 
one  of  the  three  points  is  used  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  others.  Of  the  com¬ 
ma  he  iised  two  sorts,  a  short  and  a 
long,  but  with  no  variation  in  mean 
semi-colon  had  no  existence 
fori  hinv  though  something  like  it  ap 
pears  ooice,  and  once  only,  in  his  great 
heading,  type.  He  used  the  hyphen 
constantly,  and,  where  the  line  was 
closed  spaced,  made  the  colon,  which 
w  as  mudh  thinner,  do  duty  for  it.  The 
paragraph  mark  (T)  as  showing  the 
commencement  of  a  new  sentence,  took 
the  place  of  a  period,  the  colored  ini¬ 
tial  serving  the  same  purpose.  It 
Was  not* -until  well  into  the  sixteenth 
century  that  printers  began  definitely 
adopting  an  acknowledged  system  ji 
graduated  points.  y  - 

— Charles  Dickens,  on  the  last  day 
of  his  life,  wrote  four  letters,  of  whjch 
possibly  the  most  generally  interesting 
is  the  following  to  “  J.  M.  M.” ;  “  Gail’s 
Hill  Place,  Highain,  by  Rochester, 
Kent,  Wednesday,  8th  June,  1870. 
Dear  Sir,  It  would  be  quite  inconceiv¬ 
able  to  nfe — but  for  your  letter — that 
any  reasonable  reader  could  possibly 
attach  a  scriptural  reference  to  a  pass¬ 
age  in  a  book  of  mine,  reproducing  a 
much  abused  social  figure  of  sj>eecb, 
impressed  into  all  sorts  of  service,  on 
all  sorts  of  inappropriate  occasions, 
without  the  faintest  connection  of  it 
with  its  original  source.  I  am  trqly 
shocked  that  any  reader  can  make  the 
mistake.  '  I  have  always  striven  in  ipy 
writings  to  express  veneration  for  the 
life  and  leBsons  of  our  Saviour,  because 
I  feel  it ;  ,and  because  I  re  wrote  that 
history  for  my  children — every  one  of 
whom  knew  it  from  having  it  repeated 
to  them,  long  before  they  could  read, 
and  almost  as  soon  as  they  coukfypeak. 
But  I  have  never  made  proclamation 
of  this  from  the  house-tops. ,  Faith¬ 
fully  yoiute,  Charles  Dickens.”
